wounds to his credit. 
McDonald, who 
is

Nebraska 
boy, of Scotch parentage, enlisted 
early in the world war with the fa­ 
mous Canadian Seaforth Highland­ 
ers, recruited 
at 
Winnipeg, 
and 
with 
this 
regiment 
of 
splendid 
fighters, spent six months in the 
t tenches in France . He then got 
a transfer to the air service and 
qualified 
as 
a 
member of the 
Royal 
Flying 
Corps. 
McDonald 
downed five German planes during 
his period of air service and was 
wounded three times. He wears on 
the sleeve of his civilian coat the 
insignia of the Royal Flying Corps 
and the three gold stripes, denot­ 
ing his three wounds. 
The 
last 
time 
McDonald was 
wounded was while he was flying 
at an altitude of 6,000 feet . His 
wound was so serious he immedi­ 
ately volplaned to earth, but lost 
consciousness just before landing. 
When 
he 
regained consciousness 
several days later he was on a hos­ 
pital 
boat 
crossing the 
English 
channel, bound 
for the 
hospital. 
McDonald’s severe wounds so im­ 
paired his nervous system he was 
given ail honorable 
discharge 
on 
physical 
disability. 
He 
declares 
that quiet is now restoring him to 
normal condition and that he will 
again enter service when 
he 
be­ 
comes fit. 
He carries with him in his trav­ 
eling bag some interesting relies, 
among them being the nose, or de­ 
tonation cap of a four-point shell, 
a trench knife, now largely used in 
trench raids instead of a bayonet,
